"We 
have reason to believe'that the Turk¬ 
ish garrison at Adrlanople la hard 
pr es sed, ami that negotiations even 
have been opened for its capitulation 
I to the Bulgarians. 

The Balkan p«*ace envoys have de¬ 
cided. It was declared to-day, to put 
the direct question to the Turkish dele¬ 
gation to-night whether the govern¬ 
ment is prepared to cede the fortress 
of Adrlanople forthwith. 

Unless the Turks give a favorable 
answer within twenty-four hours the 
conference will be suspended. No other 
question would be considered by the 
allies until this point has been settled. 

The struggle now will be fitter be¬ 
tween the Turks and the Allies. The 
former are threatening to resume the 
war. It Is ex pet ted. however, that re¬ 
lief from this ittuatlon may result from 
the meeting of the ambassadors, to 
whose judgment probably both Turkey 
and the Allies will submit, if they de¬ 
cide unanimously wbat the fate of the 
Islands must he.
